Aran early hour on Saturday morning, an attack was made by 
three men upon a young man named Joseph De Maroof, a printer. 
He was returning home from his work, and when in the neigh- 
b urho d of Соң! yard, Drury-lane, three men rushed out оға 
pase«ge and оре seized him by the back of the peck and nearly 
strangled him. Another hit him & tremendous blow which de- 
p:ived the victim of his senses. On recovering he found that he 
bad been robbed of all the money in bis possession, some thirty 
shillings, while his coat and waistcoat were torn to rags. Infor- 
mation «f the outrage was given to the police It was noticed by 
Maroof that one of his assailants was blind of an eye. 

Ат the London Hospital on Saturday Mr. John Humphreys held 
an inqurst respecting the death of John Savage, aged forty-one years, 
a mariner, who died from iuhala ion of chlor.form Mr George 
King, house-surgeon, said that on the 15th inst. deceased came uu- 
der his care. He had а compound fracture of the right arm, not 
connected with the joint. Тһе j int was to be excised. For that 
purpose it was considered advisable to administer chloroform. On 
the previous Wednesday he was placed on the table, and Mr. Spence 
took charge of the chloroform—witness of the pulse. There was 
no examination made of deceased first. Two drachms of chloro- 
form were administered to Savage, who took it very well at first. 
hen his pulse became feeble, and witness gave notice io Mr. 
Spence, who took away the chloroform. Galvaniem and other 
remedies were applied for half an hour, but with a negative 
result, and deceased died. He had assented to the administration, 
and rather wished it. A brother of deceased denied this latter 
statement. Mr. Bpence, surgeon, qui e concurred in the evidence 
of Mr. King. Thomas Francis vid that he spoke to deceased about 
the operation on the Tuesday, and asked if he would take chloro- 
form. He said, “ No, I will not. I will lay hold of the bedpost 


Foreign Hets. 


FRANOE. 

La Nation aunounces that, according to information received from 
a Vienna correspondent, M. Drouyu do l'Huys, immediately on 
being fornished with the Russian reply, communicated witu the 
French ambassador at Vienna, requesting bim to revind Count 
Rechberg that Austria took the initiative in the six points, and that 
consequently it belonged to Austria to take the initiative in re- 
questing the formal adhesion of Russia tothe six points, and, if 
thought expedient, to demand tbat Russia should immediately com- 
menc- carrving the same into effect. Count Rech berx was dis- 
agreeably surprised by the proposition of the Duke de Grammont, 
and immediately refered it to the Emperor, who appeared sur- 
prised and dissatisfied at this demand being addressed to Austria 

‘I'he Vienna correspondent of the Nation adds, that the request 
made by the Duke de Grammont was а formal one, accompanied by 
certain observations imparting to it extreme gravity 

The Duke de Grammont is said to have allowed it to be seen that 
France attached such importance to the initiative claimed from 
Austria, that he would not answer for the consequences that, mignt 
result from the refusal of the Vienna Cabinet, even from a point of 
view affecting the Austrian possessions in Italy. 

The Memorial Diplomatique conoludes a lengthy article upon the 
present position of the Polish question, written throughout iu a toae 
of considerable hostility towards England апа Austria, with tho 
following words :— 

* France has made all the concessions to England and Austria 
which bave been asked of her by those Powers. 16 is for them to 
judge and to say what course they will adopt in consequence of the 
result at which we have arrived. Every courier who crosses the 
Channel brings us the most sounding declamations, but it would 
not be the first time that more talk than work came fro London. 


and hold hard; I will not take chloroform.” Deceased said that it 
was the fault of the treatment he got at first tbat rendered the 
operation necessary. The Coroner asked if it was usual to ad- 
minister the chloroform without any preliminary examination. Mr. 
pence said that the post-mortem examination showed the lungs 
were in suci a state as would have rendered it proper to edminster 
the anesthetic. The heart was fatty and weak in structure, but no 
examination dnring life would have discovered that fact. There 
was no ground whatever for the allegation that deceased's injury 
had been mismavaged. He assented with plessure to the proposed 
adm'nistration, The Coroner gave it is as his opinion that there 
was no blame :ttaching to the medical gentlemen in the matter. The 
jury returned a verdict that the deceased died from the administra- 
tion of chloroform, and that it was properly administered. 


Aw investigation was held on Saturday by Dr. Hardwicke, the 
deputy-coroner for the central division of Middlesex, at the Great 
Northern London Cemetery, Colney Hatch, relative to the death of 
Henry Richardson, aged tweuty-nine, who died in Oolney Hatch 
Lunatic Asylum, after alleged ill-treatment on the part of the officials 
of the Middlesex House of Detention, where he had been confined 
for the last five months. Some of the deceascd's friends complained 
that, although he was evidently insane, y:t the officials of the 
House of Detention treated and punished him as if he were a sane 
person. After hearing evidence which was somewhat of a contra- 
dictory character, the jury returned the following verdict :—“ We 
find that Henry Richardson was found dying, and did die, in the 
Colney Hatch Lunatic Asylum, from the mortal effects of disease of 
the brain, causing insanity; and the said jurors further say that 
the said death arose from natural causes, accelerated by undue 
severity of punishment in the House of Detention " 


On Monday, Mr. Hilary Nicholas Nissen, citizen and stationer, 
and Mr. Thomas Cave, citizen and spectacle maker, recently elected

CHICHESTER CarAEDRAL.— The rebutdiug of the tower end 
spite with the supporting arches of this venerable pile—which 
wero so suddenly demolished on the 2154 of February, 1861— із 
slowly but steadily proceeding, aud considerable progress bas been 
madein the work 4 restoration during the past few months. The 
four main piers connecting the arches were completed early in the 
summer, and the arches were аё onge рем in position, ornamented 
as of old with the grand cable moulding and the curious bends of 
diaper work. The walls of the tower, which are five feet and a- 
ha f in thickness, have been carried up s considersble height, and 
are already visible from the outside of the building—the top of the 
scaffolding, which it will soon be neceasery to r being now on 
a level with the apex of the leaden roof of the nave. A large por- 
tion of the beantiful inlaid marble flooring, intended for the now 
choir, was received a few days ago. This pavement, which was de- 
signed by Mr. Slater, the Cathedral architect, was manufsetured by 
Messrs. Henry Poole and Bon, of Great Smith-street, Westminster, 
by whom a portion of it was sent to the International Exhibition 
last year, and was awarded a firet-class medal, Mr. Slater also re- 
ceiving 8 medal for the design. The portion just received —which, it 
may be remarked, had beeu ordered before the catastrophe happened 
to the Cathedral—is to be put down in front of the communion-table. 
Its genera! design ia that of a large circle, containing a foliated pross, 
surrfunded by four large circles, each differing from the other 
in design, and foer smaller circies, the whole being enclosed within 
а square double border of exquisite workmanship, and the inter- 
stices within the circles "wi filled with diaper work of v&rious 
patterns. It is gomposed of variously coloured marbles, which 
have been selected from Irish, French, and Italian, as well as the 
best English querries ; and an idea may be formed of the elaborate 
and intricate neé@re of the work when it is stated that, in я space 
only two inches square, no fewer than forty-two distinct pieces of 
marble have Beem counted. This maguilicent pavement, for the 
present, bea been stored away іп the north aisle of the cathedral 
nntil the work of restoration bes been sufficiently advanced to 
permit of its being laid down іп Ив proper place. [he new com- 
mupion-table, elegantly carved im oeder-work, together wiih a 
number of seats for the choi, riobly ornamented with elaborate 
oak cars ings which had likewise been ordered prier to the disaster, 
have also lately been received. These, which were prepared at the 
works of Mr. J. Forsyth, Edward-street, Hampstead-road, London, 
fiom designs furnished by Mr. Blater, have been placed in tne 
cathedral lihrary until required. Mr. George Gilbert Scott, who 
made a survey of the sacred edifice after the catastrophe, estimated 
the cost of the restoration at £50,000, and a considerable portion of 
this sum has already been either received or promised. It 13 
anticipated that the work will ba completed by the mouth of 
July, 1866 


If the English journals are faithful interpreters of the sentiments

Fravce will not 
a'low herself to be hurried away by Britisa rhodomontade, or held 
back by Austrian hesitation. France, who did not believe it right 
to settle by herself a question affecting the balance of power i 


Europe. does not think it incumbent upon her to carry out a 


that which other Powers have declared to be of common interest. 


Equally inaccessible to discouragement or spite, she will willingly 
listen to every serious overture, but she will not lead her-elf to vain 


demonstrations. Jf, therefore, sbe should again be asked to raire а 
voice which will not be listened to, she will prefer to wait her time 
in the fulness of her liberty.”

“ Charleston, 9ch. 

u General Cooper, &c.,—Last night thirty of the launches of the 
enemy attacked Fort Sumter. Preparations had been made for the 
event. At a concerted signal all the batteries bearing on Sumter, 
assisted by one guuboat and a ram, wore thrown open. The enemy 
was repulsed, leaving in our hands 113 prisoners, including thirteen 
officers. We also took four boats and tiree colours.

The Richmond Examiner of Sept. 9th says :— 

u The immediate effect of the abandonment of Morris Island will 
be the blockade of Charleston harbour by the enemy's vessels 
more closely than ever, the more effectually cutting off com- 
munication by the shore, outward and inward. As to its pos- 
session giving the enemy any additional advantages beyond 
the mere fact of holding the island and turriug batteries on 
others thst have been planted by Beauregard to take their 
places and commend them, its occupation is simpl, uaimportant, 
and removes not one ісек or bolt to the obstructions that bar the 
Yankees’ way to Charleston. The interior lino of defences are still 
intact, and the frowning mouths of a handred cannon still 
laugh to scorn the enemy on land and water. The necessity of a 
final evacuation had long been foreseen and provided for. Every- 
thing of value had been previously transported by night to the 
main, aud the men were at last drawn off in order and safety. The 
fortification of ( harleston is now stronger than when the firet shot 
was fired on the island. Batteries have since been erected which 
supersede the utility of Wagner. It was never the key of Charles- 
ton. Indeed no one point in its fortification can be socalled. In 
the system of Vauban there was always such а point; onoe taken, 
it commanded all the rest, But tbe excellence of the new system 
of defence, illustrated at Comorn and Sebastopol, and repeated at 
Charleston, is the necessity of a siege for every battery, in which 
the besiegers are always exposed to the fire of others. Such a de- 
fence, if conducted with courage by an army which cannot be sur- 
rounded and starved, may be eatily rendered interminable, as the 
siege of Charleston will be.’ 

A despatch from New York of Sept. 18, says:— 

* There is no later news from Charleston than the Confederate 
accounts of the 15th. Тһе Confederates coutiuue to shell General 
Gilmore's position. А magazive in one o' the batteries upon James 
{sland accidentally exploded on the 15th, causing the death of a 
lieutenant and five men. One of the RO0-pounder Blakeley guns 
belonging to the Confederates burst on tre 26:n, e wing to the piece 
being too much elevated in an attempt to make » long shot. 
General Beauregard, it is stated, unfavourably regarde the use of 
these monster cannon, and has telegrapued to the authorities at 
Richmond not to send him any more of them."

A HERMIT IN LONDON. 


Тик illustration inthe front page represents the interior of {һе 
house where recently lived and died an eccentric character. 

On Wednesday, an inquiry which lasted some hours, took place 
before Mr. Langbam, the Westminster deputy-coro er, in 
the Vestry-room of St. Martin’s-in the-Fields, respec'ing the doath 
of Mr. George Beamire, aged seventy-five years, a gentleman po - 
sessed of considerable property, and formerly а barrister-at la 
which occurred under most extraordinary circumstances. The Jo 
ceased, it appears, for the past twenty years bas resided at No 1 
Acam-street, Adelphi, bot іп almost total seclusion, no pe 
under any pretence whatever being allowed to enter the tirio 
rooms in his oc upation on the first floor. His meals were pre l 
by his housekeeper, and were left on a tray at the door of tre 3 
room and then taken іп by the deceased; and although many ti aes 
in a state of ill-health, he refused to have medical aid, but ud ıo 
have seut in from a chemist a quantity cf different mediciucs. 
All communications to him were received in the same way ns hia 
meals, aud for more than twelve months he never left tiie | x 
Не was stated b. Mr. James, solicitor, of Ely-place, to have b eu a 
gentleman of considerable ability, and, although very eecenti in ia 
his habits, of  p'rfectly sound wind and capable of ima- 
naging bís property, which consisted amoug otters of 
large estates in Cumberland end Cardiff. His time was chic 1; 
spent, it is believed, in reading and writing, tho society of nen 
being entirely dispensed with. The housekeeper, Mrs. Palmer. co- 
posed to many of the above facts, and further aidod that she on a 
Wednesday morning went up as usual with nis dinner, but receiv d 
xo reply at the door, and although she frequently called him 210 
did not again see him alive. On the following Saturday mo'nio,, 
becoming alarmed, she made a communication to the police, and t'o 
duar was broken open, when а scene was presented which alr 
deities description. On entering the ante-room the floor was found 
to be strewed with hundreds of newspapers, writings, &c., char, 
tables, and other articles of furniture. The left-hand room (sih 
is forty feet in length, and overlooking the river) preseuted even x 
more extraordinary appearance. At one end was a handsoima 
chimney-giass, some twelve feet іп height, covered with dust and 
cobwebs. The furniture, of & very haudsome description, was in 
un equally dusty state, while the dust lay on everything to поз 
nairch іш thickress. The floor was strewn with a mass of artich 
consisting of trunks, рарга, and books of science and law of ini 
value. There was also three large bags filled with pew boots, an! 
several silver spoons lay upon the sideboards, and packages of 
candies, clothing, &c. were heaped up in all varts in tin 
utmost confusion. Near the doorway, and leading agriust 
the wall, was a painting of the Orucitixion, about twelve 

et by four feet, said to be of great value, but which 

was also covered with dust. The right-hand room dis- 
played a similar scene of dirt and confusion— furniture, bools, 
paintiogs, &c., being piled up in different parts of the тоот 
The shutters which were closed having been opened, a dreadful 
sibt was presented. The deceased was found lying back iu an ari- 
chair quite dead and in а rapid state of decomposition, having 10 
doubt been dead several days. He was dressed, but in a very diniy 
гіме, and by his side lay the remains of some food. There was nut 
the slightest vestige d bed or bedding, and deceased mu-t for 
twenty years have slept in the same chair. In other parts of tle 
room were scraps of bread, bottles of wine and medicine, this as 
well as the other rooms being almost impassable, while the 
ligut of day had evidently been shut out for years. Upon a further 
search made by the police £7 17s. in а bag, a gold and silver watch, 
twenty-six silver articles «nd other valuables were found; while 
upon the floor were scattered thirty keys. Dr. Alfred Harvey 
afterwards examined the body, and made & post-moriem examina- 
tion, from which it was shown that death had resulted from cz- 
haustior, from low fever accelerated by neglect. Other evidence 
showed that the deceased was & single mau, and had no рат re- 
latives; but а will was made by him, which is in the hands oi his 
legal adviser, Mr. Nenson, of Oarlisle. He was further eaid to havo 
beeu very charitable and honourable. The coroner, in summing nc, 
alluded to the case as one of the most extraordinary іп his ox- 
perience ; and the jury, after & consultation, returned a verdici, 
“That death was caused by exbaustion from low fever, aceel raid 
by the deceased's neglect." The proceedings then terminated. 


LOSS OF A HULL STEAMER AND SEVEN LIVES. 


INTELLIGENCE has been received іп Hull of the total loss ої tho 
screw steamer Zealand, a fine steamer of 700 tous register, the pu- 
perty of Messrs. Dailey and Leetham, shipowners, Hull, with & vea 
of her crew, during a storm iu the Baltic on the 11th of Septeintc. 
The ill-fated vessel was ou her passage from Kovigsberg to Loudon 
with a cargo of oats, aud had on board, in addition to а crew ol 
fourteen men, twelve vassengers. During the progress of tha 
voyage, on the llth instant, and when distant about forty miles 
from the Horn reefs, the Zealand was caught by a heavy gale of 
wind from the W.N.W. There was also в very heavy bea, and the 
vessel, owing to the light nature of her cargo, rolled very muc'. 
One of her engines broke down, when all sails were set, and tio 
remaining engine was kept in motion, bnt, ot course the progress 
of the steamer was seriously impeded. The second en,iue 
soon broke down, and the vessel ming unmanageable, sto 
was left to the mercy of the faging seas. “his lsiier 
mishap was accompanied with ome of far more terius 
consequences, for the engine in fts fall started one «f th» 
iron plates in the ship's hull, and caused a considerable leaks ye. 
Water was fast gaining on the vessel, the fires were quenched, and 
the position of the Zealand appeared hopeless. The boats wero 
then lowered, and the mate (Mr. Walker), the chief engineer (J 
spiby), carpenter (J. Andeell), and four of the crew, паше d. 
Brenton, E. Morris, W. Page, and W, Andeell, with twelve pas- 
sengera, left the steamer, and were received safefy on bontril the 
Norwegian barque Christina, which wessel was luckily iu ci. it 
about t rce-quarters of a mile distant from the Zealand. Cap 
Lewis and seven of the crew of the ipud remained on boars ibit 
vessel, n order to save some value, and await the return 1109 
‘vate. The mate, as soon as he hed the passengers ou b il 
tho Christina, endeavoured to return @ the Zealaud, but owiny io tto 
violence of the gale it was found to be impracticable. Tho алс at- 
‘emp’ ed to approach the Zealand, but ae shs was lightly laden, ¿ho з 
driven considerably off to the leeward, and as night set in she los‘ siz! t 
of the steamer. During the night, however, the men on vard tho 
Chr e tina observed thet rogketg and bluelights were veing fired prio- 
dicutly as signals of distress from the Zealand, but at length tie y sut- 
only cens: d, and nothing more was seen or heard of her. Tho arp? 
waited about during the night, and when morning broke 1201 
vostige was to be seen of th» ill-fated steamer.

d to Frankfort at the end of а few years, and ве! up a small 
pin the Jow-laue, over which hung the sign-board of a “ Red 
iela,” called in German “ Roth-schild” As а dealer in old and 

coins, he made the acquaintance of the Serene Elector of 
J1 з.е 'asssl, who, happening to be in want of a confidential agent 
verivus open and secret purposes, appointed the shrewd-looking 
iyer Auselm to the post. The Serene Ele:tor being compelled 
^ after to fly his country, Mayer Anselm took charge of his cash, 
uounting to several millions of florins. With the instinct of his 
raco, Anselm did not forget to put the money out on good interest, 
, that, before Napoleon was gone to Elba and the illustrious 
Plestor had returned to Cassel, the сара! had more than doubled. 
^o ruler cf Hesse-Cassel thought it almost a marvel to get his 
теу safely ret rned from the Jew-lane of Frankfort, and at the 
ngress of Vienna was never tired of singing tho praise of his 
ew ageut to all the princes of Europe. The dwellers under 
sign of the Red Shield laughed ia their sleoves ; keeping care- 
uly to themselves the great fact that the electoral two millions of 
Jorine had brought them four millions of their own. Never was 
honesty а better policy. 

Mayer Anselm died in 1812, withont having the supreme satis- 
fıction of hearing his ry A extolled by kings and princes. He 
lef: five sons, who succeeded him іп the banking and money-lending 
business, and who, conscious of their social value, dropped the 
vulgar Jewish name of Anselm, and adopted the higher sounding 
ous of Rothschild, taken from the sign-board over the paternal 
use. On his deathbed, their father had taken a solemn oath from 
all of them to hold his four millions well together, and they have 
faithfully kept the injunction. Bat the old eity of Frankfort clearly 
was too narrow a realm for the fruitful sowing of four millions; 
aad, in consequence, the five were determined after a while to 
extend their sphere of operations, by establishing branch banks at 

ıı chief cities of Europe. The eldest son, Anselm, horn 1778,

Strictly united, the 
wealth aud power of the five Rothsohilds was vested іп the eldest- 
born; nevertheless, the shrewdest of the sons of Mayer Anselm, 
and the heir of his genius, Nathan, the third son, soon took the 
reius of government into his own hands. By his faith in Welling- 
ton and the flesh and muscle of British soldiers, he nearly doubled 
the fortune of the family, gaining more than a million sterling by 
the cole battle of Waterloo, the news of which he carried to England 
two days earlier than the mail, 'lhe weight of the solid millions 
gradually transferred the ascendancy in the family from Germany 
to Басы, maklog London the metropolis of the reigning dynasty 
of Rothschild. 

Like the royal families of Europe, the members of the house of 
Rothschild only intermarry with each other. James Rothschild 
"^rried the daughter of his brother Salomon; his son Edmond, 
wir-apparent to the French line, was united to his first cousin, the 
(wughter of Lionel, and granddaughter of Nathan Rothschild; and 
Lionel again—M.P. for London—gave his hand, іп 1836, to his 
lirst cousin Charlotte, the daughter of Charles Rothschild, of Naples. 

із unnecessary to say that, though t^ese matrimonial alliances 
uve kept the millions wonderfully together, they have not im- 
proved the raca of old Mayer Anselm, of the Red Shield. Already 
igus of physical weakness are becoming visible in the preat family. 

› at least hint the French papers in their meagre notices about 
пе Rothechild congress at Paris. From all that can be gathered 
out of а wilderness of canards, thiu facts and thick fictions, it ap- 
pears that the sovereigns of the Stock Exchange met in conference 
for the double purpose of contralizing their money power aud 
wilening their matrimonial realm. In other words, the five reign- 

ig kings, descendants, according to the law of primogeniture, of 
‘ie five sons of Mayer Auselm, came to the decision to reduce 
their number to four, by cutting off the Neapolitan branch 
of Charles Rothschild, while it was likewise decided that per- 
mission should be given to the younger members of the family 
to marry, for the benefit of the race, b»yond the range of first cousin- 
ship.

Sach conduct, utterly unbecoming of the policy of the 
ase of Rothschild, could not be allowed to pass unnoticed, and

However, 
baron Gustavus de Rothschild is not to retire into private life. like 
‘mous Charles V, with only а oassock on his shoulders and a 
prayer-book in his hand; but is allowed to take with him & small 
fortune of 150,000 010 francs, or about six millions sterling—a mere 
crumb from the table of the descondants of poor Mayer Anselm, 
who wandered shoeless through the electorate of King George the 
Third.

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EARL RUSSELL AT BLAIRGOWRIE. 


EARL RUSSELL, who has been residing with his family at Meik- 
leour House, Perthshire, for some weeks back, was entertained by 
the tenantry on the estate to а public dinner, which was held in the 
Public Hall of Blairgowrie on Saturday afternoon. Earl Russell 
was met at the outskirts of Hlairgowrie by & procession, consisting 
of the different trajes, and headed by the magistrates. 

After dinner, Earl Новяғыл, made а speech in which he thus 
alluded to the American question: [ come now to a question 
iuteresting to us all, a question to which Í beg your attention, be- 
cause I wish to explain some ci'cumstances in which | think the 
character of this country has been maligned I am speaking of 
what occurred in what a few years ago were the United Баев of 
America. A few years ago we were exulting in the prosperity cf 
that countrv, we were happy to see the people derived from the 
same ancestors as ourselves enjoyivg free institutious, enjoying 
apparent harmony with one another, and with wnom we had, at 
least just before the civil war broke out, hardly a dilference— there 
was a difference about a small island called San Juan, and which we 
proposed to refer to the arbitration of the У wiss republic. Such 
was the state of affairs when that in which we certainly had no 
part broke out; nine of the Southern States of America declared 
that they would form an inde-eudent republic. Our conrse on that 
subject has been attacked and blamed sometimes іп the bitterest 
terms. Blamed sometimes by the Federala, sometimes by the Con- 
federates. The first offence was felt by the Federals. They state 
that we had no right to grant, аз far as wo were concerned, to 
the Confederate States, the rights of belligerents. Well, gentlemen, 
that question of the rights of belligerents is a question ot facts, and 
I put it to you whethgr, with five millions of freemen declaring 
themselves in States and collectively au independent State, we 
could pass it over as а petty rebellion ? Onr admirals asked whether 
the ships they met bearing the Confederate flag should bo treated 
as pirates or not. If we had treated them as pirates, we should 
have been taking part in that contest. (Cheers) It was impos- 
sible, looking at it as a community of five millions of people, to 
treat it as a mere petty insurrection—(hear, hear)—or as not 
having rights which at all times have been given to those who 
by numbers and importance, and the extent of territory they 

, were entitled to those rights. Well, it was said that we 
ought not to have done it, because it was a community of slave- 
holders. I trust our abhorrence of slavery is not in the least 
abated or diminished (cheers); for my own part, I consider that it 
is one of the most horrible crimes that yet disgrace humanity, bnt, 
when we are treating of the relations which we bear to the com- 
munities of men, I doubt whether it would be expedient or useful 
lor humanity to introduce that new element, declaring that we will 
ave no relation with a people that permits slavery to exist among 
We have never adopted that yet—never adopted it with 
pain or Brazil, and I do not believe the cause of humanity would 
served by adopting it. (Cheers). Bat then it was said that th» 
Confederate States were rebels against the Union; rhap3, we 
are not во nics ag we ought to be on that subject. But [ recollect 
we геһе against Obaries I. and James It, and that the people 
f New England, not cootent with these rebellious, rebelled against 
George 111. Ido not say now whether ali these were justifiable or 
not say whether the rebellion of the Southern States is 
justifiable insurreotion— whether іміз а great fact or a great crime; 
state the mere fact that a rebellion is not in itself n 
crime of so deep 8 dye as to cause us to renounce onr relations 
with the people guilty of rebellion. (Cheers) But to look at the 
orations of the New England orators—and I have been reading 
lately, if not the whole, at least the greater part of a long speech by 
Mr. Sumner, in New York, and Í cannot but wonder that this mau, 
the offspring of three, as we are of two, rebellions, should be speak- 
ing like the Ozar of Russia or Louis XIV., of the dreadful guilt of 
в crime of rebellion. Then comes another complaint, and it comes 
from the so-called Confederate States. It is said we have, con- 
trary to the declarations of Paris—contrary to in:ernational law, 
permitted the blockade of 3,000 miles of American coast It is quite 
true that we did so; and the presumable cause of complaint is quite 
true—that, although the blockade is kept up by a sufficient number 
of ships, yet tese ships were sent into the United States navy in а 
hurry, and are ill fitted for the purpose, and did not keep up во 
completely as was required an effective blockade. (Hear, hear) 
Still, looking at the law of nations, it was a blockade we, as a great 
belligerent Power, in former times should bave acknowledged — we 
ourselves had a blockade of upwards of 2,000 wiles—it did seem to 
me that we were boand in justice to the Federal States of America 
to acknowledge that blockade. But there was avother reason 
that weighed with me. Our people were sufferiug severely for 
the want of that material which was the main support of their 
industry, and it was a question of self-interest whether we 
should not break that bioosade. But in my opinion the men 
of England wonld have been for ever iufamous if, for the sake of 
their own interest, they had violated the law of nations, and made 
war in conjunction with these slave-holding States of America 
against the Federal States. (Oheers.) І am not speaking senti- 
ments which are peculiar to me, who had no interest in the ques- 
tion, but such I believe to be the sentiments of that noble-hearted 
people of Lancashire who lived and flourished by that industry, but 
would not sully a single spot on their escutcheon in order to the 
maintenance ol that industry. Well, gentlemen, we come to new 
complaints on the part of the Federals that we allowed ships to 
leave the port of Liverpool which afterwards committed depreda- 
tions on their commerce. It would lead too fa: if L were to go into 
all the particalars; but you must know that ia order to prove you 
require evidence—such evidence as-might be sifted in a court of 
justice—and it was not until the day the vessel left tha: we had au 
opinion of lawyers sufficient to stop that vessel; and І doubt that 
if even then we had brought it before a court of law whether there 
would have been evidence sufficient to condemu her, because, by 
an evasion of the law, the ship was fitted up without arms or equip- 
ment, and that equipment was conveyed to her in the waters of a 
foreign country, very far from the jurisdiction of this country. 
Gentlemen, these questions must be weighed, but I think they will 
be weighed, as they have been by the Government of the United 
States of America, in the balance of equity. (Hear, hear.) 
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SrwPLICITY or FINNISE Manners.—Tho grand dignitaries who 
accompanied the Emperor of Russia to Finland, and who have just 
returned to St. Petersburgh with his Majesty, bear witness to the 
extraordinary simplicity of the mode of life in that country, and 
which is in such direct opposition to that no prevailing in the 
Russian capital. Тһе chief of tho secret police, Prince Dolgorouky, 
paid a visit to the Archbishop of Helsinfors, when, to the surprise 
of the former, the only servant of the ecclesiastical dignitary took 
the light from ‘the archbishop’s table, and with it opened the door 
and admitted the prince. On hig departuro tho archbishop accom- 

ied him to the door with the same light in his hand. One must 

е acquainted with the prevailing luxury of 5: Petersburgh, and 

with the fact that an immense number of servants are maintained 
atthe mansions of the nobles, in order to appreciate the hilarity 
with which the recital of this aneedote is received A still more 
comic adventure fell to the lot of Prince Gortschakolf when he 
visited the Civil Governor of Helsingfors. As the prince's servants 
rang, the governor came to the parlour window, avd lamented 
that he could not admit his highness, as the cook had gone ont, 
and had taken with her the key of the street-door.

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THE ALABAMA AT THE CAPE. 


Tux colony of the Cape has been greatly excited by the visit of a 
squadron of Confederate war steamers. The Alabama first entered 
Saldanha Bay, and from there Captain Semmes addressed a loiter 
to Governor Wodehouse stating tha: he had put in there for some 
necessary repairs, and shouid pay the strictest attention to the 
neutrality of the British Government. On August 5 this redoubted 
cruiser appeared off Table Нау, when thousands of the Cape people, 
who crowded the headlands to see her approach, had an opportunity 
of seeing her at work—a flne American barque, the Sea krido, 
stauding in for Table Bay, being chased and captured by the 
Alabama, about two miles outside the neutral ground. The barque 
tried to escape her opponent by setting а press of sail, notwith- 
standing a fresh breeze was blowing, with the hope of reaching the 
neutral ground, but although а clipper, she was easily overhauled 
by the Alabama. The Confederate cruiser T'uscalcosa, formerly 
the barque Conrad, captured by the Alabama, and armed aud 
marned by C. рга Semmes, and the Confederate cruiser Georgia, 
had also visited Simon's Bay. When the Cambrian left, the Ala- 
bama and the Togealoosa wers gone cruisiag, the Georgia was still 
in Simon's Bay, and it waa believed that the Florida was off the 
coast. The Alabama had oaptured fifty-six Federal vessels, tha 
Georgia fifteen, Daring the time the Alsbama was in Table Bay 
hundreds of the colonists crowded her decks. They were most hos- 
pitably received by Captain Semmes and his offic-rs, who did every- 
thing to render the visit agreeable to the colovists, and 
their courtesy had caused the most kindly feeling towards them in 
the colony. ‘the Ospe pa are full of accounts of the Confederate 
squadron, the Adrertiser and Май giving ап accountof the adven- 
tures of these vessels іп varians parts of, the globe. The United 
States (Federal) consul protested against the capture of the Sea Brido 
on the ground that the British waters extend to the length of au 
Armstrong cannon shot from shore, and claimed the delivery of the 
Tuscaioosa to himself ag (һе) official agent of the owners of the 
Conrad, on the ground that being a prize, and not having been 
condemned by a court of ару recognised country, her entrance into 
a British port was a violation of the Queen's proolamation, and that 
she had therefore reverted to her real owners. The governor de- 
cided adversely to both demandg ; and against the decision the consul 
formally protested in the name of his Government. In tho consul’s 
last letter to the governor, dated Aug. 17, һе also objeoted to the 
Tuscaloosa’s original —skins and wool—having been disposed 
of to Cape merchants, to be landed or transferred somewhere out of 
the colony, and his expectation that the Sea Bride's cargo would 
be disposed of in the ваше manner. He concludes his letter by 
saying :—'' The Georgia, а Confederate war steamer, arrived in 
Simon's Bay yesterday; and avother vessel of the same class, 
named the Florida, has arrived, or is hourly expected, at Saldanha 
Bay, where she may remain for a week without your knowledge, 
as the place is very secluded. The Alabama remained here iu 
Table Bay for nearly four hours, and at Simon's Bay six days, and 
as the ''uscaloosg was allowed to remain at the latter port seven 
days, I apprehend that the Georgia and Florida will meet with 
similar or greater favours. Under these circumstances further pro- 
tests from me would seem to be unavailing; and 1 only put the 
facts upon record for the benefit of my own Governmen , and ofli- 
cials possessing diplomatie funotions." Тһе Valorous left on Aug. 
19, for Saldanha Bay, to observe the movements of the Confederate 
squadron in that neighbourhood. 
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A YOUNG WOMAN PURPOSELY BURIED ALIVE. 


Tux following extraordinary story is now going the round of tho 
Naples journals :— 

“А mason living in the Rue Forba was awakened a few nights 
back by a knocking at his door. On opening he saw two strangers, 
who assed him to go with them to execute a piece of work of great 
urgency Тһе man at first hesitated, but being persuaded by the 
offer of a handsome reward at length consented. He was then 
bliudfolded, and having been led to a carriage, the vehicle drovo 
off. After having been driven for some time, the carriage at length 
stopped. The man was led up several flights of stairs, and the 
bandage then taken from his eyes. He was then ordered to make, 
in the wall of the chamber in which he found himself, a hole suffi- 
ciently 1 ng and wide to contain в coffin. The mason at first 
retused, but, being menaced with death, he performed the work 
required. When he had finished, an empty coffin was brought 
from another room, and at the same time a young woman, hand- 
somely dressed, was dragged in, struggling violently. She was 
then forced into the coffin, the lid screwed down, and the coffin 
placed in the recess, which the mason, still under the menaces of 
death, was compelled to close up, во that nothing could be seen. 
That done he was again blindfolded, and taken іп the same carriage 
to the sea beach, where the two strangers, having removed the 
bandage from his eyes, gave him ten piastres, told him to go his 
way, adding that they did not impose even secrecy on him. The 
mason immediately gave notice to the police of the incident, but 
could afford no information as to the locality.

The rebel wein, er теп approaching Liu 
cried before they had proceeded far, “ Halt!" The command һау- 
ing been complied with the rebel said thus:— I said but three 
might come over—one must go back." Captain Ayres thea re- 
turned, and was followed soon after by the three men bearing іле 
dead body of their comrade. The rebel was certainly very 
obliging, and what motive prompted him to extend such a pri- 
vilege cannot be easily accounted for. — Letter from Morris 
Island. 


GALLANT CONDUCT or A Sxremasrer.—Oaptain Peter Wilkie, 
commander of the clipper ship Aboukir, was presented in Glaszow 
with a purse of 150 sovereigns and an addréss engraved on velluin 
iu recognition of his gallant and seamanlike conduct in bringing 
home his vessel, while in & crippled condition, from New Zealand 
to London. The presentation was made on behalt of the under- 
writers of the ship and cargo in London and Glasgow. Оп the lst 
of April last the Aboukir, one of Messrs. Potter, Wilson and Co.'s 
liners, sailed from O'ago for London, under the ccmmand of Cap- 
tain Wilkie. After being nine days at sea, the ship, while in lai. 
55 deg 40 min. 8., long. 153 deg W., was overtaken by thick 
weather, in consequence of which she got Íonl on an iceberg, and 
was diamasted. At noon of the same day (9th of April) the fog 
cleared 3 when the vessel was found to be compl-tely surrounded 
by ice. In consequence of the Joss of her masts, she became quite 
unmanageable, but under the direction of Captain Wilkie, jury- 
masts were rigged, by means of which the shtp was extricated from 
her helpless and perilous condition, and enabled to continue her 
voyage. When near Cape Horn а very heavy gale was encouu- 
tered; but the ship behaved splendidly uuder her jury-masts, and 
the storm was weathered without mishap. On the Ist of May the 
Horn was rounded, and in eighty-eight days after leaving New

Ir has not without reason been thought to be а misnomer to call 
the Russians an European race. In almost every element of oha- 
racter they are Asiatics. Their intercourse with Western nations 
has, no doubt, given them the gloss of a superficial civilisation, 
though no deeper than the skin beneath which, according to Вопа- 
parte, the Tartar character underlies the Russian. But in point of 
revengefulness and ferocity of disposition there is nothing to dis- 
tinguish them from barbarians. General Berg appears to form & 
fair type of his race. For а long time past we have been told by 
the apologists of Russia that the barbarities committed by the іш- 
perial troops were to be referred to that license in war which no 
Goverament and no general can restrain, and were to be separated 
by the widest interval from the benevolence of the Ozar and the 
moderation of his general officers in Poland. General Berg, how- 
ever, has just had an opportunity of showing the world what his 
moderation is worth. An attempt is made upon his life after the 
precedent of the Paris conspiracy of January, 1858. One or two 
bombs explode in the street as he drives past, and а few shots are 
also fired. There appears to be some doubt from whence this 
attack was made. According to one account, both the bomb and 
the firing came from the street; according to another, they came 
from the balcony of а building known as Zamoyski House. This 
building appears to have no other connection with the palace of 
that name, the residence of Count Zamoyski, than its proximity to 
. It isa vast lodging-house, in which fifteen hundred persons 
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are said to have been quartered. The revenge taken Dy General 
Berg was, however, quite indiscriminate. Пе drove to the neare-t 
military post and ordered out troops, who seized all the inmates 
of Zamoyski House and Zamoyski Palace wituout distinction, They 
then threw the malg inbabitants of both into the citadel, loaded Count 
Zamoyski, Prince Lubomirski, and others, heavily with chains; and 
reserved the women in either building for a worse fate. Both 
the house and the palace were then completely gutted. The valu- 
able paintings and costly furniture of the latter seem to have been 
degtroyed in a frantic passion, under the influence of which plunder 
appears to have been almost forgotten; and the palace was finally 
given over to the soldiers, who were promised the next day a still 
more inspiriting sack of the cellars of a large neighbouring wiu 
merchant. General Berg appears to conduct the government of 
Warsaw on the approved principle of Nebuchadnezzar, “ Your 
house shall be made а dunghill.” These horrors, these scenes of 
rapine aud tyranny and cruel vengeance, this blind arregance oí 
the Russian Government, cannot continue for any unlimited period 
of time. In one way or another, it is inevitable that it must come 
to an end. Before any better solution arises, it is no doubt just 
possible that this brave nation of Poles may be crushed. But we 
greatly doubt it. If such an event is not so immediate аз many 
persons think, the time must present itself when Europe will refuse 
to permit this work of decimation to go on. There are popula 
feelings more powerful than the policy of Governments, aud 
which Governments must themselves obey. When tio 
basis of intervention becomes shifted from a treaty-right t 
a duty to humanity, its scope becomes wider also, inasmuch as it 
is no longer restricted to the precise territory or the preciso ques 
tions which form the subject of the treaty. This is a danger to 
Russia tenfold greater than the original danger of an intervention 
under treaty. But to these considerations she is deaf. She relies 
upon the forthcoming season to arrest the hand of foreign interpo- 
sition; although the European network of railways has done much 
to reduce the difficulty of winter war, and although, unless she will 
either capitulate with the Poles, or can crush them in а manner 
which she hag hitherto shown herself altogether unable to do, a 
course must before long be taken by the Western Powers, which 
will terminate her dominion in Poland. The achievements of her 
boasted army have sunk into a calendar of brutalities, and she cau 
no more maintain even military government than she can any where 
implant 8 principle of moral authority. 

{су Ёз ио —— —— 
Our statesmen have sometimes shown a fondness for making grea 
speeches оп small occasions. The speech in which Sir Robert Peel 
first disclosed his free trade tendencies was delivered to an insig- 
nificant and almost private audience at Tamworth. Lord Pa: 
merston's world-famous exposition of the “ judicious bottle-holi- 
ing” policy was addressed to a few vestrymen of Marylebone, who 
had casually dropped in at Downing-street. Aud now we hav 
Earl Russell delivering to the tenantry of an Highland estate where 
he has been temporarily residing, as important statement of th» 
principles on which the foreiga affairs of this country aro admi 
nistered. It cannot be said that this speech was urgently сао! 
for. We all know, or fancy we know, pretty well what Lor 
Russell aims at, and what views are sure to prevail in his foreign 
policy. Nevertheless, it is satisfactory to hear a minister, to tue 
conduct of whose department events have given extraordinary 11 
terest, express himself freely in an assembly of his countrymen 
It reminds us how far those who govern us sre from needing the 
shelter of inscrutability, and how truly the character of their mes- 
sures is derived from the mind of the nation. And when the sub- 
stance of Earl Russell's speech is examined there will bo, ws think, 
few readers not glad that it was made. Tho most considerable 
portion of Earl Russell's speech was devoted to American affairs, 
and the principles on which our conduct towards each of the »el- 
ligerents has been governed. The noble lord has loft unnoticed 
scarcely one of the complaints which North and South briag 
against us, and has answered them at length. We have no бі-- 
position to criticise singly all the propositions which Earl Russe! 
раё laid down; the noble lord's speech is most fairly judged аз 2 
whole. His language is that of a minister resolved that neither 
party shall have jast cause of complaint against this country, anu 
en the other hand that neither of them shall obtain tha; by mena’ 
or bluster which cannot be conceded to reason. 


EXPLOSION OF THREE GUNPOWDER MILLS. 


Tne illustration in page 244 represents the explosion of powder 
mills at Hounslow. Early the other morning the inhabitauts 0 
Hounslow and the surrounding neighbourhood were awoke by: 
tremendous explosion. The close proximity of the milla of Messrs 
Harvey end Curtis, gunpowder manvfacturers, at once led to tho 
belief that they were the cause of the alarm, and in а few moment: 
after the fearful noise was heard numbers of the inhabitants run lı 
towards the locality of the mills to render assistance, should it L: 
required. The scene of the explosion turned out to be three ol tho 
inéorporating mills of the firm above-mentioned, which had blown 
up, ag із usually the case in such calamities, in the most unaccount- 
&ble manner. Search and inquiry was at once set оп foot to ase’ 
tain whether any lives had been lost, but fortunately only one pers. 
was at all injured, as two of the mills had stopped work fur > 
short time owing to scarcity of water. The property destroyed i’ 
very great.

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WIFE MURDER IN NORFOLK. 


Тик details have come to hand of a shocking murder at Elsirg, 
near East Dereham, Norfolk. Тһе occurrence has excited the 
more interest from the fact that the victim was an infirm old 
woman, partially blind, lame, and deaf, while the perpetrator of 
the crime was her husband, an able-bodied man in the full vigour of 
life. 1t appears that the murdered woman's name is Charlotte 
Narlor, š er husband being James Naylor, an agricultural labourer, 
iu full employment. There was a difference of about thir y years 
in their age, the murdered woman being eighty-one an ber bhus- 
land fifty-one years of age. Тһе cottage in which Naylor aud his 
wife lived is situated in a row, and the adjacent dwellings on each 
sid» are occupied by two brotbers named Isbel, Daring Sunday 
еуенісе and Monday morning week, Naylor was heard by these 
rs making а great noise, such ejaculations as “Oh, my 
ly Father? “ My blessed Father,” “Му blessed Jesus," 
із, being ditinguished. | He continued to conduct him- 
self in a very excited manner, but оп being remon- 
strated with by Mr. Matthews, a farmer in the parish, he 
desisted. During the remsinder of the Monday afternoon, 
he continued quiet; but when Charles Isbell and his wife retired to 
rest they beard Mrs. Naylor speaking to her husband, and asking him 
if ne was going to bed, and shortly afterwards a light was seen in 
their ‘edroom, and all seemed quiet for the night. After the lapse 
of avout an hour, however, Isbell and his wife were awoke by 
strange voises proceeding from Naylor's bedroom, and immediately 
afterwards they heard Mrs. Naylor cry out, “ Oh, James, don't hurt 
me!" Then followed a loud shriek, succeeded by a heavy rumbling 
noise, аз if something were being rolled or dragged down stairs; 
then came another shriek, and then а dead silence. Isbell and bis 
wife continued to listen, and in a short time they heard the tread of 
heavy footsteps in the room underneath the chamber, and Naylor 
talking to bimself and uttering wild ejaculations, which he repeated 
curing the entire night. The suspicions of the neighbours being 
excited, some of then forced an entrance into the house in the 
morning, when а horrid spectacle presented i'self. At the foot 
of the stairs lay the poor old woman in her night-dress, marks 
of fearful violence being apparent. Нег night-dress was in dis- 
order ‘Lhe body itself was partially doubled up, and the head and 
arms bore marks of the most cruel savagery; while one leg was 
bruken jnst above the ankle. Marks of blood were evident on the 
person of the deveased, and there was a small pool of blood where 
the body lay. Upon further examination it was discovered that 
across the bedroom and down the stairs there was & blood track, 
clearly exhibiting the course in which the husband had dragged his 
victim Си а post-mortem examination being made by Mr. G. Tay- 
lor, surgeon, of Mattishall, more extensive injaries were discovered. 
‘vo ribs were found broken on one side and six on the other, 
injuring the pleura; while severe contusions were apparent oa the 
head aud temple How these wounds were inflicted, and whether 
any weapon was used still remains a mystery. With regard to the 
motive for the crime, it appears that the old woman had secreted a 
small sum of money (£2 17s. 6d.), with which she intended to pay 
her rent, and that she had a dispute and struggle with her husband 
about it. When the prisoner was apprebended, he ascribed the 
dreadful deed ‘^ & desire “to obey his heavenly Father,” and it is 
considered ! y some that he is suffering from religions monomania. 

The facts Lave Бэ юп investigated before a coroner's jury, and 
Naylor bas keen com nitted for trial оп a charge of wilful murder at 
the ensuing Norwich assizes. 


THE GREAT EASTERN. 


"Тик report of the directors of the Great Ship Company, to be pre- 
sented at the general meeting of the proprietary, alludes with regret 
to the circumstances that have made it necessary to call them 
together to relieve the undertaking from its present embarrass- 
ments, or to wind up its affairs. While the number of passengers 
conveyed across tho Atlantic exhibits satisfactory progress, the 
earrings from this аз well as from the freight kave been materially 
reduced by the severe competition between the two great rival 
compavies that has been carried on throughout the season, as will 
be seen in the following table, from which we have merely struck 
out the shillings and pence:—

Tho report especially alludes to the accident off Montauk Point 
to which the present unfortunate state of affairs is chiefly attribu- 
table, from the delay and heavy expenses attending therepairs. Тһе 
hurricane with which the ship had to contend on her last outward 
passage to New York was the subject of much comment by some 
of the passengers, who appear to have been more frightened than 
hurt. It is also especially stated that though she laboured 
considerably in consequence of the partial disablement of 
her paddle-wheels in the earlier part cf the passage, no injury re- 
sulted to her hnll or machinery, nor is the slightest symptom of 
straining observable in any part of the vessel. from the accounts 
it appears that the expenses of the Great Kastern during the pre- 
sent season are about 420,007 in excess of her earnings, aud by a 
curious coincidence, is the difference between what the ship earned 
in her three voyages this year at the reduced rates, and what she 
would have earned under those of last year. In conclusion the 
report says :— Your direetors must impress upon the proprietors 
that the position of the company's affairs is most critical, a; d that 
immediate steps must be taken either to raise additional capital for 
the prosecution of the undertakiog or to dissolve the company; 
this latter alternative your directora feel would amount to a total 
sacrifice of the property of the ordinary shareholders. It is for the 
Proprietors to determine what is to be done. The ship cannot be 
retained in the possession of the company uuless funds be raised 
Immediately to pay off the existing trade debts, amonnting to 
£30,002 195. 4d., and whatever employment may b» designed for 
her a further sum will be required for the necessary outfit, and 
the repairs needful for the efficient maintenance of the ship.— 
Liverpool Albion.

DnuskENNkss IN THE THREE Kincpoms.—The annual report 
on military prisons presente some curious statistics of the number 
of soldiers committed to military prisons for being drunk. In tho 
five years 1848-52 the annual commitments in England averaged 
78 in 10,000 on the force stationed in England; in Scotland the 
*Verage was 122 іп 10,000 on the force stationed there; in Ireland 
204. In tbe next five years the annual average feil to 73 in Eng- 
land, 64 in Scotland, and 144 in Ireland. Іп the last five years it 
has been 79 in England, only 29 in Scotland, and but 68 in Ireland. 
It will bo seen that the decline of the* commitments in Ireland ія 
enormous, but still greater in Scuotland. Тһе returns are not 
according to nationality of the men, but locality of station. 
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TOUR OF THE KING OF ITALY. 
A Turn letter of September 2204 has the following :—“ To-day 
even the most pacific correspondent ought to neglect every other 
topic 1n favour of the three hundred and six guus which have been 
thundering upon the plains of Somma. I left Turin the day before 
the review, that is to say, on the 20th, and at dawn on the 218t had 
taken np a good position at Somua. In a short time all was in 
order, and the artillery drawn up in line of battle about a couple 
of miles in leogth. it was under the command of Lieutenant- 
General Valfre, Count di Bonzo. Shortly after ten o'clock some 
carbineers arrived at full gallop, and in the distance towards Galla- 
rate, a cloud of dust was discerned. The royal march, played by the

tho King from Turin. His Majesty was attended by forty-eight 
aides-de-camp aud cfficers of ordinance, Prince Humbert, Prince 
Amadeus and Prince di Canguano, and іп the midst of this brilliant 
م‎ taff tha foreign vuiforms could be seen of General Cadogan, of the 
Mug isu army; General Hasford, of the Russian army; Colonel 
Hagerfycht, with Cavtains Dahn and Von Hotten, of the Swedish 
army; ! ieutenants}Garachamin and Bognitchevi:z, from the United 
Principalities, and others. There were also Prussian and Austrian 
oflicers present in abundance, but they were in civilian dress. 
Although the spot on which the review took place was very vast, 
yet the shouts of ' Viva il Re,’ and * Viva Vittorio, cent forth by 
some three hundred thousand spectators, proved so loud that they 
could be distinctly heard in every part of the plain. The King 
galloped past all the batteries, and then placed himself immediately 
in front of the position I occupied, so that though [ saw his back T 
saw also the line of attack. T'he enemy was supposed to be in our 
dirgotion, and six batteries were advanced for the purpose of dis- 
lodging him ; but as he resisted vigorously, firing from his entrench- 
ments, they were compelled to withdraw. Meanwhile six other 
batteries attacked him | тен the cther side, and he appeared shaken. 
But this was а feint. Не had changed his position, and was pre- 
paring to make a flank attack. A change of front was therefore 
ordered; and this was tbe finest sight of the day, for the 
movement was executed with so much rapidity and precision 
by tbis immense mass—guns and waggons, and what 
the Rowans used to call the impediment i—that it excited general ad- 
miration A Prussian officer who was speaking with a Swiss 
officer close to me said :— * Now I begin to believe that there will be 
a great and real Italian army. I thought the excellent Piedmon- 
tese army таз at an end, avd that an Italian army would never be 
formed.’ By mid-day the supposed enemy was pressed on all sides 
by a sort of semicircle of fire, while his г 6 of retreat by the rail- 
way was cut off, so that the battle was at an end. At one o'clock 
tho fifty-one batteries bogan to defile before the King, who had 
changed his position, and ^t three o'clock this part of the display 
was also over. The King and all his suite then left for Monza, the 
soldiers w: ut to their bivouac; and the crowd, after having shouted 
lonor, thau ever ‘ Viva il Ke,’ dispersed by all the neighbouring 
roads. 

At the review of troops at Milan, illustrated in page 252, several 
Austrian officers were present. A Milan letter says :— 

“ You will readily understand that to the Austrian officers ac- 
customed to а large army there was nothing new in the military 
operations they saw. They might be astonished at the progress 
made in snoch a short timo by the ftalian army, but there was no- 
thing to excite their envy. What must really have amazed them 
was the evident, prosperity and cheerfulness of Milan, so gloomy 
and so vindictive when they occupied it four years ago. The 
Ешрегог of Austria went there several times, and some of the 
princes were continually there, but work as the police might to get 
up enthusiasm, the demonstrations were always cold—aiways had 
somethin; of a funeral character. Yesterday, instead of this, no- 
thing was heard but the shouts jn all the Italian dialects of * Long 
live the King,’ ‘Long live the Princes, ‘Long live our soldiers,’ 
and ‘Long live taly.' Тһе sham fight of yesterday was carried 
out under the orders of Lieutenant-General Count di Roveto. I 
will merely state that three brigades of infantry took part in it, to- 
gether” with t wo battalions of bersaglieri, two regiments of cavalry, 
brilliantly led by Prince Humbert, and two batteries of flying ar- 
tillery, which excited general admiration. The people, who, when 
tha Austrians manwuvred in this same Piazza, were always few 
and silent, though the Austrians are excellent soldiers, actually 
seemed mad with enthusiasm yesterday. 


KING VICTOR EMMANUEL.

THE CHANNEL FLEET IN IRELAND. 

Апорт the break of day on Saturday, the vessels comprising the 
Channel fleet were descried about five miles to the northward of the 
Kish lightship, near Dublin, being then under steam and canvas. 
They then tacked to the southward, bore down towards Dalkey 
Island, where they again tacked, and steered direct for the Man-of- 
War Koads, east-north-east of Kingstown Harbour. At seven am. 
precisely the anchors were dropped about one mile from the shore. 
A salute of thirteen guns was fired from on board her Majesty's 
ship Ajax, а man-oí-war belonging to the station. The salute 
was returned by the Edgar (flagship) and the Black Prince. 
Tho ' fleet took up position in double line, the Edgar 
beading tho in-shore line, and the Black Prince the out- 
shore. ‘Chey steered across the Channel slowly at five 
knots an hour, first sigbting the Bay of Dublin at five a.m. Crowds 
of spectators soon collected at the and wharves, and a number 
of small steamers wt once commenced plying to and from the fleet, 
many thousands of the inhabitants of Dublin coming down to 
Kingstown by the railway, and several steamers. The vessels of 
the fleet were at once thrown open for publie inspection, large num- 
bers availing themselves of the privilege. 

The Liverpol remained in the dock in the Mersey. She is 
moored with the view cf watching Mr Laird's iron-clads; and tne 
'l'rinculo tender has left the fleet for Plymouth. The vessels at 
Dublin are the Diack Prince, Emerald, Warrior, Royal Oak, Edgar, 
Deience, aud hesistance. 


TRIAL OF THE REPUTED NANA SAHIB. 


THE overland mail brings information respecting the trial of the 
man who was supposed to be Nana Sahib. He arrived at Cawn- 
pore on August 22, under an escort of Sikhs, the period of the year 
not being suitable for sending European soldiers in charge. The 
Times of India bas the following from a correspondent in its impres- 
sion of August 31:— 


“ Cawnpore, August 23. 

“The man supposed to be the rebel Nana Dhoondia Punt was 
brought into this station a prisoner yesterday morning, and is now 
lodged іп the station gaol. Не was brought in by Captain Carnell, 
with a guard of three Sikhs. His arrival caused considerable com- 
motion in the city at first, for it was generally believed that the 
coming prisoner was veritably the Nana. Butin а very few hours 
after he left the railway station that excitement had quite subsided. . 
Hundreds of people, to whom the person of the Nana was well 
known, had seo ı the prisoner, and all declared that he was not the 
man. Among these are people who had been daily with the Nana, 
and some of them in constant attendance upon him at Bithoor and 
elsewhere for years before his flight. It might be expected, of 
course, that such persons would—most of them—deny his identity, 
even falsely ; but the tacit evidence of an entire population, as ex- 
pressed in the marked and speedy cessation of their anxiety about, 
or further interest in, the man, is matter of great importance. It is, 
nevertheless, still possible, however improbable, that circumstantial 
evidence, added to that of his blind companion, who has turned 
informer, may yet prove him to be the Nana. On the opening of 
the cutcherry, the magistrate (Н. Monckton, Esq., О.Б.) at once had 
the prisoner brought before him, charged with being the rebel Nana 
Dhoondia Punt. He denies that he is so, and declares that 
ho is а Brahmin who has been a faqueer nearly all his 
Ше; that his name is Appa Ram, son of Damoedhur, 
born іп a village on the banks of an obscure river in the 
Decoan; and that, while he was yet a child, his father was mur- 
dered there. He says he had two brothers. On the death of his 
father, he (then twelve years old), with his brothers, adopted the 
vagrant life of в faqueer. His brothers, he says, he has never seen 
nor heard of since they set out after their father's death. Hestates 
that a few years ago he visited the village where he was born, and 
was then recognised by three or four persons living tbere, whom he 
names ; but they are all dead now. (How does he know of their 
death?) "The village itself, too, he declares has now ceased to exist, 
having been washed away, and entirely destroyed by an encroach- 
ment of the river; and its inhabitantg are now undiscoverable, 
being, as he says, absorbed in the population of the surrounding 
country. (A rather suspicious and certainly unsatisfactory tale). 
Dr. Oheke and Dr. Jones assisted the magistrate during tbe first 
day's proceedifgs, which bore solely on the point of bis personal 
appearance. Dr. Cheke was formerly civil surgeon of Cawn pore ; 
Dr. Jones із so now. Iñ his office of civil surgeon Dr. Cheke 
attended professionally проп the Nana, but does not recognise the 
prisoner in any way. His person does not show the expected marks 
or traces said to have been left by surgical treatment for certain 
minor diseases. In fact, Dr. Oheke is very strongly of opinion 
that the prisoner is not the Nana. With the assistance of the 
medical officers above named, the magistrate drew up а most 
minute description of the prisoner's person, and with that the first 
day's proceedings closed, to be resumed the following morning.” 

The prisoner has been finally proved not to be the Nana Sahib. 


ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION OF THE RUSSIAN 
GENERAL BERG. 


A Warsaw letter of September 20 contains the following :— 

* Yesterday this city was the witness of a dreadful scene. About 
half-past five in the afternoon some one threw an explosive bomb 
at General Berg, as he was driving through the street called Nowy 
Swiat. The missile made a creat noise, but did little harm, for 
General Berg escaped without a scratch. The p lice surrounded 
the house of Count Andrew Zamoyski, in front of which the oc- 
currence took place, and Berg drove off to the castle. Arrests and 
revisions would be the only consequences of such an event in a 
country under civilized rulers; but the Russian Government under- 
stands things differently. Not an hour elapsed before several de- 
tachments of troops, sent out of the castle by General Berg, sur- 
rounded both of the houses belonging to Count Zamoyski. The 
scene which followed is almost indescribable. ‘The director of 
police, Lewszyn, and other generals who were present, ordered 
all the inhabitants, without exception, to come out ipto the 
street, led the troops into their aparments, and ordered them 
to pillage. Тһе house of Count Zamoyski is perhaps the largest 
house in Warsaw. It is four storeys high, and has a frontage of 
twenty five windows. Next to it is the residence of the count 
himself. The soldiery, who were ordered to seize all the most. 
valuable articles, took the money they found also, giving the largest 
share to their officers. They then opened all the windows, and 
threw out into the street the rest of the furniture, such as beds, 
pianos, linen, books, and pictures. All that was made of glass was 
smashed to pieces. They ended by burnirg the furniture in the 
street, and breaking into the cellars of the wine merchant Koupeki, 
drinking as much wine and rum as they could, aud pouring the 
rest into the gutier. The fire was so extensive that it lit up all 
Warsaw. Ail the male lodgers of the house were sent to the 
citadel, and the women and children shut up with the soldiery. 
One hundred and twenty families have been thus ruined; their 
property is destroyed, their male members are in the citadel, and 
their women at the mercy of the soldiery.

UNIIKALTHY ''nADzs.—Dr. Delpech, a professor of the School of 
Meciciue, bus recently published some important observations on 
the evil effects of the sulphoret of carbon and other noxious sub- 
stances empioyed in certain trades Bulphuret of carbon is a trans- 
parent, exceediugly fluid, and highly volatile liquid, possessing a 
characteristic aud cisagreeable smell; it is one of the most dangerous 
substance 8 known iu chemistry, but unfortunately also one of the 
most usefu'. Its chiet property is that of dissolving india-rubber 
with the ı reatest ease, whence it follows that it is extensively used 
in the factories where that sabstance is blown into bladders for 
various puryoses. ‘Che vulcanization of india-rubber—that is, the 
operation by which it &cquires the valuable property of increased 
eiasticity aud insensibility to a degree of heat which it otherwise 


could n t bear, із chiefly «flected by sulphuret of carbon, aided by 


| chloriae of sulphur, although it might be equally obtained in certain 


cases by sulphoraloue. But the шеп engaged in this work are ex- 
pose: to the eflluvia of the suphuret, which in a short time causes 
headache, vertigo, aud an over-excitement of the nervous system. 

lbe patent talks with great volubility, sings incoherently, or 
laughs immoderately, or else hides himself and we ps. This state 
may even lead to lvnacy, aud at all events will cause obtuseness and 
imoccility. То obviste these serious effects Br. D-lpech recow- 
mends à glass screen to be placed between the workman and bis 
table, leaving two holes for the hands and arms; these also are to 
be protected by ampla sleeves of waterproof stuff. Another hole is 
to bo left for the nozzle of the bellows which they use to blow the 
iudia rubber into balla, ‘These precautions, Dr. Delpech thinks, 
ought to be enforced by the authorities. The remedy to be em- 
ployed for the cure of the patients affected by the sulphuret is phos- 
phorus take» intervaily. Huamellers and those who use arsenic for 
artificial flowers muy be protected in w similar manner. For our 
part, as far аз arsenic is concerned, we do rot see why it should be 
used at all since i; is rot only hurtful 6. those who inake tho 
flowers, but also to those who wear tbem.— Galignani.

Had the pa; er gone into some spot where it could rot have 
been easily observed, a smouldering fire might Lave been caused 
and serious ultimate consequences ensued. At the close of the 
scene in which this diabolical act was committed, Mr. Branson, 
the lessee ard manager, came on the stage, apparently very 
much excited by what had taken place, and said, ‘ Ladies 
and gentlemen, I have to throw myself on your protection.

view. The man then uncovered а cage, aud showed his wife two very 
beautiful birds, with handsome tila about віх inches long, and of a brilliant 
blue colour. The man said that they were very rare biros, brought with 
в good deal of trouble from the сощ» of South Africa, and that the one 
with the most blue ou its іші was the cock and the other a hen. These he 
offered for sale to his (the applicants) wife, who admired tne birds, but 
searcely liked to pay so much as he asked for them, on which the man, 
teeing ber hesitation, offered to take others in part exchange, with such 
sum as might be sgreeo оп for the balance Ніз wife acceded to thts, and 
after some bargaiocing, the man consented to take a handsome singing 
canary and two avacavate, with 10s. ip cash, in exchange for his birds aud 
left them, taking with him the three biros belongiug to his wife, the whole 
value the lady paid by this exchange being altogether about 503. The 
servanta at the time had some suspicion of an imposition, and examined 
the new birds, but left their opinion to be сошігтей by his judgment, 
which he proceeded to furm the next morning, but on going to examine 
them he was vexed to find that one of the birds had died duriug the night, 
and had died from the scandalous cruelty to which it had beeu subjected ; 
for, on taking it out and examipng it, he found that the tails of bota were 
false tails, and had been cruelly stuck on to the birus with sealing-wax, 
but with so much ingenuity as to almost defy detection. He upon this 
called in а neighbour who was conversant with birds, and was convinced, 
as, indeed, was everybody else who saw them, that they were not foreign 
birds at all, but common English greenflnches. Оп looking into the cage 
he found there a paper bag, with the name of a dealer in cages іц tue 
neighbourhood of old Old-street upon it, and to this house he went that 
morning to remonstrate or get himself reimbursed, but, though a young 
man he saw there much resembled the mau who had called va his wife, 
and whom she described, he denied strongly that he was ко. He said, 
however, that he knew where he (the applicant) came from, and bad a 
suspicion that he knew the man who had practised the imposition upon his 
wife, (but it would take some time to find him, and he nad better there- 
fore leave the matter in his hands, and he would see what he could do fur 
him.

loudly protested his innocence, and declaimed upon the injustice of 
charging bim witha theft, his only offence beiog his kindness in irdis- 
ereetiy helping au injured man, "The prisoner pleaded *: Guilty,” to ensure 
а summary co:vietiou, and was nentenced to six months’ hard labour in the 
House of Correc:ion.

Снатаз or HonnrsG A FRIENDLY босіктҮ.--Оһат1ев Hart, a fellowship 
porter, aged 32, of No. 2, Raymond-streat, St. Georze's-in-the- East, was 
brought before Mr. Partridge, charged with stealing £22 9», the moneys of 
the Sons of Honour Friendly Gift Society held at the Shepherd and 
Shepherdess public-house Old Gravel-lene, Ratcliff-bighway Mr. Urridge, 
barrister, instructed by Mr. Eaden, of 10, Gray s-inn-square, conducted 
the prosecution; Mr. Stoddart. solicitor, defended the prisoner. 
who appeared very ill and dejected, and was accommodated with 
a seat. it appeared from the evideuce that the prisoner was a member of 
the Sons of Honour, On the Ist of January. 1862, be and another member 
named Thomas Jagger, а cooper, were elected trustees. All moneys bə- 
longing to the society were invested in the names of the trus-ees. Оп the 
7th of the same month, the prisoner and his co-trustee received £21 9з. 
from the steward for investment in the Tower Hamlets Savings! Bank, 
Osborn-street, Whitechapel. The money was invested aecordingly to meet 
claims for funeral expenses. Early in May, 1862, the trustees received 
directions from the steward and secretary of the society to withdraw the 
money they had i) vested, and they gave the required notice at the savings’ 
bank, where the prisoner attended alone, and received the money invested 
in the month of January of the same year. The prisoner ought to have 
paid over the money to the steward of the club on the same night he 
received it, He attended the meeting of the society that night, but without 
the money, which be acknowledged to haviug received. Mr. James, one of 
the stewards, Mr. Topps, the secretary, and other members, requested him 
to produce the money. He said he could nor, and that he had lett it with 
his brother. The steward and secretary asked him to fetch it He refused 
to do во, und after much hesitation, lies, ard equivocation on the part of 
the prisoner, he put tbe wholo society to defiance, declared he had the 
money end meant to stick to it, and, flnally, when pressed to pay the 
money over to the steward. in accordance with the ruler, he made use of a 
filthy expression, and exclaimed, “ I'll see you all —— first, before I pay а 
farthing.” He cid "stick to ће money," expended it for his own sensual 
gratifications, and then absconded. Не sub-equeotly promised to make 
good his defalcation by payments of 10+. per week. Не did not pay the 
first instalment. ‘ihe society cuysists of fifty-six members only, the funds 
are limited, and the loss of £22 9s. of which the prisoner robbed his 
brother members, who are all very poor men, was severely felt by them. 
The case was made out against tbe prisoner in the clearest manner. and 
Mr Stoddart said he could noi resist a committal, and should reserve Hart s 
defence. Committed. 


А SCHOOLMASTER'S DavTALITY.—Mr. George Wilson, the master of the 
Aldgate Charity School, on f'ower-hill, adjoining the Royal Mint, appeared 
before Mr. Partridge upon an adjourned summous, charged with violently 
assaulting John Edward Jones, one of h's pupils, aged twelve years It 
appeared from the evidence that Jones was a * day boy," and had been in 
tue school three years. In the course of that time he had been beaten 
forty timer. А fortnight before he took out the sum mons his hands wero 
ent witha cane very severely. On Monday last, after school hours, tie de- 
fendantsail he should punish him for what he aid on the previous day 
(Sunday), and took him into the schoolroom. the window blinda were 
pulled down, the boy was biindfolded and unbreeched, and the defendant 
proceeded to administer punishment with a leather strap doubled. The 
boy counted thirty blows. After the chastisement the bandage was taken 
from his eyes, and he was set at liberty. He met his sister, а girl of four- 
teen, who is being educated in the female schools She had heard his 
screams and took him home, Іп cross-examination it was elicited that 
there had been four masters of the Aldgate school in the course of the last 
four years, and that all of tnem had pu: ished the bo, Jones for inattention, 
talking in school, and droppiug hie slate The general punishment was 
two strokes on the hand with a cane before all the boys essembled. The | 


defence was that the schoolmaster tlogged the boy for telling а lie, and did 


not inflict more than twenty stripes. He used the strap of thin leather 
because the boy's hands were not well. Tho punishment was necessary 
for the discipline of the school, the boys generally belonging to the rougher 
class. Several of the boys were examined, and raid the defendant was 
very kind to them, and that the punishments inflicted by him were less 
severe than those administered by his predecessors, aud not so numerous . 
He took two boys to Hamsgate for a holiday &t his own expense. 
and had also taken ali tbe boys out to the flelda for cricketing. 
The Rev. J. M. Roberton, incumbent of St Botolph, Aldgate, and a trustee 
of the charity school, said the defendant was selected as master six months 
ago, from between thirty and forty candidates, and had since conducted 
the school to the entire satisfaction of the trustees, A compl unt being 
made by Mrs. Jones in June lust, the case was thoroughly examined by the 
trustees and the charge of cruelty declared to be groundless There were 
по rules and regulations framed for the discipline of the school It was 
left to the discretion and judgment of the master. Мг, William Robins, 
schoolmaster, of No 2, Priucess-street, Stepney, and other witnesses, gave 
the defendant an excellent character. Mr. Partridge had been surprised to 
hear the master of a parochial school in Li-son-grove вну he disapproved of 
punishments in public He onthe contrary, strongly disupproved of punish- 
ments by schoolmasters іш private. Such a system woul’ not be tolerated 
in our old-established public schools, He put it to tbe Rev. Mr Roberton 
and bis co-truste=s whether specitic rules ought not to be laid down and 
the number of stripes named. It bad veen proved to bis satisfaciiun tbat 
severe and undue punishment was inilicted on the jad In apite, therefore, 
of the good character given to the detendaut he shonid not be doing bis 
duty if he did not inflict on him the full penalty of 5/, ana in detauls of 
payment two months’ imprisonment. The defend«nt paid the fine, 

Tue “ ENRAGED Musician. '—Edward Jeffs, or Jepp, a tall young man, 
was brought betore Mr. Part.idge charged with being drunk and disorderly, 
assaulting Thomas Munt, his landlord, and destroying furniture. Mr. 
Munt, of No, 12, Jubilee-place, Jubilee- street, Steguey, said the prisoner 
occupied two rooms in his house. On Saturday evening the prisoner, who 
was intoxicated, came into the kitchen of the nouse and wanted to remain 
there Не told the prisoner that he could not do so as he expected вошо 
friends. The prisoner made a great disturbance, abused him, and made 
use of the most dreadful language. Hc led the prisoner to his own room, 
and was about to leave it when the prisoner took up a violin and struck 
him on the nose withit ‘The prisoner then emashed the violin, The door 
waa the next object of attack, und that was broken up. The prisoner then 
demolished the partition of his room, and destroyed the chairs and other 
furniture Не called а police-constable and gave tbe prisoner into custody. 
Mr. Partridge: He plays on the violin? Witness: Yes; he was playing 
with it on Saturday evening, and then broke it. Mr. Puruidge: He appears 
to have acted the part of *‘ ‘The Enraged Musician." ‘The prisoner, іш de- 
Тепсе, said he was a barber as wel! as à musician, and bad so much busi- 
ness to attend to on Saturday and so many noses to pull, that he became 
quite unnerved, and thought he could put bis nerves іш order and carry ou 
his business if be drank some iiquor. Tae liquor had an effect contrary to 
what he intended, and made his nerves worre. He played a tune on bis 
violin, but that did not soothe him, and he cid not know what he cid after- 
wards. Mr. Partridge said tbe prisouer was а very foolish man, and 
ordered him to enter into his own recognizances to keep the peace to ali
